(( “' 3 "-* 7 ) a recent issue. I received the initial order from 

««,t c/ jjgnry Blaha in November of 1966 for 1,000 pieces and 
^ additional orders in 1967 and 1968. The first coins 

were rolled on December 20, 1966. There was a total of 2,462 cents, 
86 nickels. 111 dimes, 7 quarters, 6 halves and one $ 5.00 gold piece 
rolled. Dies were destroyed on September 28, 1969 and four pieces 
were rolled from the destroyed die. I have one of the destroyed die 
specimens in my personal collection. The other three were given to 
Henry and I have no knowledge of their whereabouts at this time. 

After Henry's death, I purchased from the estate a sizable con- 
glamoration of elongateds which he had stored back, I suppose for 
future use. There was not much in value in it but it did consist of 
several thousand coins. Among this purchase was a large amount of 
Henrys store card, I can think of nothing that would please Henry 
better than for this coin to be used as a give-away with the TEC 

NEWS. Therefore I am donating enough of these coins so that one can 

be sent to each member. I would like to call attention to the con¬ 
dition of most of these coins. These were kept in a basement and 
there was much eveidence in the envelopes, 2 x 2 holders and other 
paper articles that was included in the purchase, that much moisture 
was present. This moisture is reflected in the condition of the 

coins. Regardless of this I feel that most members will be most 

pleased to add this coin to their collection. 

I realize many of the older members will already have this coin 
but I doubt if many that have belonged to TEC less than five years 
have it as yet. 

Now I will go a step further as a tribute to Henry. I have 
several of these coins that were rolled on silver dimes. For each 
article of 200 or more words in the next issue of TEC NEWS I will 
send the writer one of these silver dimes. Its a nice coin and 
worth working for.

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REVERSES OR JUST PLAIN BACKS? 0. Wilson Morgan TEC #183 

Hernando, Fla. 

Several years ago an engineer from a photo-lab, another from 
the chemistry-lab and I set up a small test of the reverses of 
elongates. At first this was done merely to be, or appear to be 
busy during a period of no contract of work from the goverment. So 
pronounced were our findings, that at one time I identified ten 
rollers by the reverses of their elongates, without a miss. So 
close were some to another, that if each were examined alone, in¬ 
stead of in a row, where one against another would pinpoint their 
differences, I'm this score would have been impossible. 

By the use of high-power magnification and telescopic photo 
research, we found that though most rolls were of steel, some were 
made of cast-iron, in fact, one roll had been made of brass. Most 
reverse rolls were lathe turned, although markings on one elongated 
coin showed the roll used to have been rotary-milled. Grinding of 
the reverse roll produced a beautiful finish, but the "bite" was 
much deeper to counter-act the slippage. 

We found thru chem-lab analysis of scrapings, from the reverse 
side of elongates, particles of brass, cast-iron, and other mater¬ 
ial, which I will disclose later. The life-expectancy of such ma¬ 
terials would leave much to be desired due to the pressure needed to 
roll an elongated coin. 

Now, for a small side view literally. One elongated coin show¬ 
ed a definite M lip" or "bite" such as we find on the ends of elong¬ 
ated coins and caused by the initial gripping of the coin by the 
die, on the side of the elongate. Thru high-power magnification 
again, we found flow-marks, indicating the roller had had a faulty 
roll and tried to patch it. The patcher had to be an amateur in 
welding techniques, as there was no crowning, or dressing of the 
surplus, but merely a fill of what seemed to be a gouge by an end- 
mill or tool point. A low temperature rod would have given a much 
harder weld, and the low temperature wouldn't have hurt the sur¬ 
rounding area of the roll. 

Now as to the "creativeness" of rollers. One elongate reverse 
showed a distinct minute check-graining. After several hours of X- 
ray photographing of magnifications of the surface, we decided some 
roller had rim his coin thru his rolls, over a piece of silk and 
the threads had made the imprinting. 

Another elongated coin proved to have been run thru, over a 
sheet of carbon paper. 

This to me would show the desire of a roller to create some¬ 
thing new and different, something unusual. If any roller had ex¬ 
perimented along these lines, I'm sure an article on such would be 
most interesting.

VERY RARE - RARE - SCARCE? by Burton Neal Levy TEC #499

How very rare is VERY RARE? How rare is RARE? How scarce is 
SCARCE? How can we define these terms when dealing with elongated 
coins? (I leave these questions open, lets hear what YOUR defini¬ 
tions are.) 

These terms, I have found, mostly appear on auction bid lists. 
I would think and probably a good majority of collectors that in 
most cases the auctioneer abuses these terms. What ever the reason 
being, he is not that knowledgeable or he uses these terms to cause 
the bidder to inflate his bid is something only the auctioneer can 
answer. 

Just to give you a few examples of what I am speaking of. One 
listing I found as scarce was ILL-CPIE #22 Republic of China. This 
happens to be one of the most common CPIE r S which has a retail value 
of #3.50 to $5.00 tops. The dealer suggested an auction guide value 
of $10.00. Ridiculous! 

In another auction ILL-CPIE #38 was listed as scarce which it 
is and it should bring between $50.00 to $100.00 this time. In the 
same auction ILL-CPIE #40 was also listed as scarce, but this coin 
retails for $5.50 to $7.50. Does the latter deserve the same class¬ 
ification as the former? 

In conclusion I would suggest not even paying attention to the 
terminologies used until we the collectors can determine in our own 
ways if a particular elongated should fall into whichever category 
we choose to place it in.

FOR WHAT ITS WORTH by 0.Wilson Morgan TEC #183 

Hernando, Fla. 

As everyone has heard, in the near future, the copper penny 
may well go down the same path as the silver coins. Several alloys 
have been tested for not only wear - ability, but for case of manu¬ 
facturing of coins, and cost of said alloys. Tests have proven the 
feasibility in the use of alluminium. 

Several years back, a dark red anodising was required on a small 
aluminium gear case in a dept, over which I was foreman. The oil, 
grease, graphite, or composition used on the rolls by the aluminium 
companies gave to their individual stock a surfacing that responded 
differently, to the same tests. Only after many phone calls to 
the aluminium companies, tests thru the lab, hours of tumbling in 
washes of many kinds, were we able to achieve any degree of success. 
We covered the range of aluminiums from brittle hard to finger soft. 
From lower than the T24's to higher than the T66's. We found one 
company out of seven with a material we could anodize as we desired 
but only after strict washing, tumbling and timing. 

Every roller has an oil, a grease, vaseline, graphite, or com¬ 
position he prefers to use on his dies. It may even be a preserv¬ 
ative or rust-proofing, but each in its own way, transfers to the 
elongate. A minute degree of discoloration of case hardening, or 
deterioration of surface much of which can be controlled by the 
roller himself in the use of the proper cleanser, liquid or powder 
for the substance used on his dies. 

All this brings up questions we may have to face in the future. 

(1) What happens to the bonding of colors to an elongate, if the 
roller neglects the proper wash? 

(2) Has any "Painter" of elongated coins kept any data records? 

(3) Has any "Painter" had any problems with peeling, bleeding or 
chipping with his elongated coins? 

(4) Does the new coins with their layers of different metals create 
any problems to the "Painters"? 

As we may soon have an alloy to replace our copper, I offer 
this article to everyone, for what its worth.

MY FIRST "ELONGATED" by Max M. Schwartz TEG #649 

Miami, Fla. 

I am a very recent member of TEG, as you can see by my number. 
So while this short story may be very familiar to old time collec¬ 
tors of elongated coins, it might bear repitition for the benefit of 
other novices in this extremely interesting branch of exonumia. 

The origin of the piece was brought back to my mind at the re¬ 
cent A.N.A. Convention in Bal Harbour when a friend of many years 
asked whether I had any elongated coins with the Lord's Prayer on 
them. When I dug up the only variety I had with that legend on it 
and it surprisingly turned out to be new to the collector, I re¬ 
called the circumstances under which it had been acquired. 

About 50 or so years ago, a huckster on the sidewalk of 42nd 
Street, New York was offering to roll out an elongated cent for 1t0. 
I gave him a dime and a cent, as he had requested, and he supposedly 
put the cent in his roller and gave me the result as it emerged. 
When I examined the piece I noted that it did not have the Lincoln 
effigy on the reverse. In reply to my inquiry why the reverse was 
blank, he gave me the seemingly plausible story that it was unlawful 
to deface a U.S. coin and that he therefore used a bronze planchet 
so that he would not be subject to arrest. 

Now I know the true answer. Bronze planchets were then worth 
less than a cent. This will explain why I advisedly used the title 
"My First Elongated" rather than "Elongated Coin" as is the usual 
designation. P.S. I don't have the piece any longer.

The question, I'm sure, has popped into almost everyones mind 
when they find you collect the unusual.

Who carries elongated coins 
in stock? Who collects or knows about them? I found little response 
to my question yet the fact I have a very unusual piece in my pos- 
sessio kept me moving on. I knew that at the August A.N.A. in Miami 
I would be sure to see some pieces and I was right.

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FIND ANY RESTRIKE COINS LATELY by Sally Kirka TEC #16 

Manchester, Conn. 

Have you noticed how many of the older elongated coins you can 
buy lately? All of a sudden you can buy just about any of the hard 
to get, or the earlier elongated coins. Have you taken a good look 
at those coins, if you haven't, look them over very carefully. I've 
come across a few very good restrikes of the early Columbian Expo., 
especially the 1895 one. If you studied the coins as I have, you can 
spot them right away. I do not say I'm an expert at this, but the 
ones I said were restrikes were just that. 

About a month ago, I saw an early elongated coin at a very high 
price at one of the coin shows. I looked the coin over very care¬ 
fully. The coin was a 1891 nickel and that was the only old thing 
about the coin. It was a very good restrike of an earlier elongated 
coin. Who is making these coins I do not know, but they are around 
and some are selling for a high price. 

At another coin show a TEC member asked me what I thought about 
a certain elongated coin, it was selling at a high price. I told 
the member to give the man a $1.00 for the coin and he will do O.K. 
because the coin is a restrike. Its funny the dealer didn't bat an 
eye, but sold the coin for 750. 

I heard of a few other TEC members that have bought restrike 
elongated coins of other World's Fairs. Any dealer selling these 
restrikes, should tell you that the elongated coin is a restrike and 
not one rolled in earlier years. So when buying these high priced 
early elongated coins, make sure you are buying the genuine elong¬ 
ated coin.

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EXHIBITING ELONGATEDS AT THE ANA by Dottie Dow TEC #1 

Phoenix, Ariz. 

Having been a judge at the last three ANA Conventions, I’d like 
to give those of you that will be exhibiting at the next ANA a few 
good hints. 

For the main part, we have re-educated judges so that they no 
longer consider elongated coins as junk. Indeed, if they could see 
some of the prices charged for elongated coins, they might wonder if 
they were solid gold. 

To start with, make sure your ’'TITLE" is correct. If you are 
going to display "FIRST DAY COVERS" with elongated cents, make sure 
all have a first day Cover cancellation. If your title is "Elong¬ 
ated Cents", make sure you don’t put in dimes and nickels. Make sure 
your title is clear and tells exactly what is in the display. 

Give your exhibit some "LIFE". Good color used attractively, 
Creativity and Originality, they are a must. 

Give as much numismatic information as possible. Quantity made, 
art work done by, engraved by, coin that is being displayed. Don't 
be afraid to say "This is a rare elongated coin and only five made", 
if you know this to be so. Give the judges what help you can in 
judging your display and you{ll be rewarded for it. Judges can't 
know everything. If you are exhibiting a real old elongated coin 
and the condition is poor, but it's the best condition you have 
known this coin to be in, state so in your display so you won't be 
counted down condition wise. 

If you are thinking of displaying at the ANA, now is the time 
to start getting your display ready, not next July. 

Elongated exhibits were under "Odd & Curious" at the convention 
in Florida. Below are listed the Maximum Points, so you can get 
an idea of how your exhibit should rate. 

NUMISMATIC INFORMATION ; Title and introduction -5, Numismatic infor- 
mation -1$, Special and non-numismatic information -25. 

PRESENTATION : Creativity and originality -15, Tastefulness -10, 
Balance - Title, specimens and description -10. 

COMPLETENESS: Based on availability & display space -5. 

CONDITION : Rated by degree of market availability -10. 

RARITY : Rated by topic requirements & market availability -5. 

Maximum Points Total 100

Dear fellow TECers: Below is an experience of one of your Rebel 
brothers; 

Being one of the newer Elongated Collectors does not make the 
matter of relating an experience that is both pertinent and inter¬ 
esting to the Elongated fraternity, any less difficult. However, if 
the reader is in a generous mood, he may condescendingly give me an 
A for Effort, even though I may receive an E for Accomplishment. 

Having been a long time editor-owner publisher of a weekly news¬ 
paper, extending over a period of more than thirty years, this writ¬ 
ing a letter TO the editor is an experience I have rarely indulged 
in, but here goes:
